Homicide detectives are investi¬ 
gating after two bodies were 
found in the aftermath of a fire at 
an Edmonton seniors’ complex 
early yesterday. 

“It appeared to be deliberately 
set and involved an explosion,” 
said Det. Dwayne Lalcusta, 
adding there is “severe damage” 
to the six-storey, 63-unit 
Bethany Senior Citizens Home at 
9920-83 Ave. 

Fire broke out both in a third- 
floor suite and in a car parked 
below at 12:30 a.m. 

Neither death has been 
deemed a homicide, but Lalcusta 
said one is being treated as such. 

The deceased have been iden¬ 
tified as Ken Kopialc and Anna 
Fedorio. 

Resident Geunther Marzian, 


lead on investigation 

73, heard an explosion in Suite 
307, the room above his. He said 
Kopialc lived there, and that the 
burned-out car belonged to him. 

Eva Stokowski had been check¬ 
ing on her mother’s apartment 
while she was away, and identi¬ 
fied Fedorio, a Polish woman who 
was Kopialc’s neighbour, as the 
other resident who died. 

Eight people were taken to hos¬ 
pital with injuries and, in all, 59 
residents have been displaced. 

Edmonton Fire Rescue said the 
blaze caused $1.3 million in dam¬ 
ages. 

Should one of the deaths be 
deemed a homicide, it would 
be Edmonton’s 34th of the year. 
The record for the city was 39 
homicides in 2005.

Geese brought to Edmonton for cleaning 


Six geese covered in some 
oil were down, but they’re 
not out. 

The juvenile geese were 
transported to Edmonton 
last Friday to be cleaned at 
the Wildlife Rehabilitation 
Society of Edmonton. 

Members of the public 
found them at Shouldice 
Park in Calgaiy. 

“They herded them to¬ 
wards the baseball dia¬ 
mond backing to catch 


them,” said Stephanie May, 
the society’s community 
outreach co-ordinator. 

A wildlife officer with 
Environment Canada re¬ 
ceived the geese from the 
Calgaiy Wildlife Rehabilita¬ 
tion Society and asked Ed¬ 
monton to help out. 

“They weren’t equipped 
to wash six geese in Cal¬ 
gary,” said May. 

The process to ensure 
the health of the geese in¬ 


volved feeding them a mix¬ 
ture of LRS (fluids with elec¬ 
trolytes) and Pepto Bismol 
to repair their stomach lin¬ 
ing in case any oil was in¬ 
gested, followed by a night 
of rest before being washed. 

During the exam, feath¬ 
ers were removed for the 
Environment Canada offi¬ 
cer to take as samples. 
“That will help determine 
where the oil came from,” 
said May. © heather mcintyre

U.S. aims 
to regulate 
fertilizer 

More than 15 years 
after a fertilizer bomb 
was used to blow up a 
U.S. government build¬ 
ing in Oklahoma City, 
killing 168 people, the 
U.S. government is pro¬ 
posing to regulate the 
sale and transfer of the 
chemical ammonium 
nitrate. 

The proposal comes 


nearly four years after 
Congress gave the 
Homeland Security De¬ 
partment the authority 
to develop a program to 
regulate the compound. 

Ammonium nitrate is 
one of the most 
common farm fertiliz¬ 
ers in the world, and in¬ 
structions for turning it 
into a bomb are 
available on the 
Internet. 

Yesterday, the Home¬ 
land Security 
Department’s proposal 
was posted on the Fed¬ 
eral Register website.

Italy poised to 
ban face veils 


An Italian parliamentary 
commission approved a 
draft law banning women 
from wearing veils that 
cover their faces in public 
yesterday. 

The law would prohibit 
women from wearing a 
burlca, niqab or any other 
garb that covers the face 
in such circumstances. 

Third parties who force 


women to cover their 
faces in public would be 
fined to about the equiva¬ 
lent of $41,000 and face 
up to 12 months in jail, 
the news agency ANSA 
said. 

The proposed law will 
be forwarded to parlia¬ 
ment for final approval af¬ 
ter the summer recess.

Man declared dangerous 
offender for spreading HIV

A man convicted of murder 
through HIV transmission 
could spend the rest of his 
life in jail after an Ontario 
court ruled yesterday that 
he can’t be trusted to dis¬ 
close his condition to future 
sexual partners. 

Justice Thomas Lofchilc 
granted the Crown’s re¬ 
quest to have Johnson Azi- 
ga declared a dangerous 
offender, which means he 
could be jailed indefinitely. 

“I must consider that the 
offender has a multi-year 
history of deception,” 
Lofchilc told the court. 

Aziga, believed to be the 
first person in Canada con¬ 
victed of murder through 
the spread of HIV, has 
sworn to warn potential 
sexual partners that he is 
HIV-positive, but to take 


him at his word would be 
“a gamble on the safety of 
women in this communi¬ 
ty,” Lofchilc said. 

Aziga, a 55-year-old 
Ugandan immigrant from 
Hamilton, Ont., will serve a 
life sentence without the 
possibility of parole for 25 
years for the murder con¬ 
victions. But the dangerous 
offender designation means 
he will not be released on 
parole until the parole 
board decides he is no 
longer a threat. 

His convictions are relat¬ 
ed to 11 women with 
whom he had unprotected 
sex without telling them he 
had HIV. Seven of the 
women became infected, 
with two dying of 
AIDS-related cancers.

Turmel not a separatist: NDP 


The interim leader of the 
New Democratic Party was 
a card-carrying member of 
the Bloc Quebecois but 
never a separatist, an NDP 
spokesman says. 

Nycole Turmel was a 
Bloc Quebecois member 
for more than four years 
and discarded her mem¬ 
bership just weeks before 
running under the New 
Democrat banner in the 
spring federal election. 


However, Turmel has 
never supported the sepa¬ 
ratist cause, NDP 

spokesman Karl Belanger 
told The Canadian Press in 
an interview. 

“Madame Turmel is a 
federalist. She never 
shared the views of the 
Bloc on the future of Cana¬ 
da,” Belanger said. 

“She even co-chaired 
the NDP’s social democrat¬ 
ic forum on Canada’s fu¬ 


ture.” 

Turmel was named last 
week as Jack Layton’s re¬ 
placement while he seeks 
treatment for cancer. 

Belanger said Turmel 
got a Bloc membership 
card in support of a friend, 
Carole Lavallee, a Bloc MP 
who was defeated in the 
May 2 election after repre¬ 
senting the Saint-Bruno- 
Saint-Hubert riding since 
2004. 


The NDP never had an 
issue with Turmel having 
held a membership in the 
Bloc, because she was ac¬ 
tively involved with the 
New Democrats for two 
decades, Belanger said. 

“She’s never been an ac¬ 
tive member of (the Bloc 
Quebecois) and was mere¬ 
ly supporting a friend. We 
can understand that,” he 
said.

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U.S. eases rules on Somalia aid 


O Aid groups will not face 
prosecution if supplies end up 
with terrorist group al-Shabab 


The Obama administration 
sought to assure aid groups 
yesterday that they can de¬ 
liver desperately needed 
food to famine-stricken 
parts of Somalia without 
fear of prosecution, even if 
some assistance is diverted 
to al-Qaida-linlced extrem¬ 
ists blamed for helping de¬ 
liver hundreds of 
thousands of people to the 
brink of starvation. 

Administration officials 
said the U.S. has issued new 
guidelines on laws prohibit¬ 
ing material assistance to 
al-Shabab, which has been 
criticized by humanitarian 
organizations as a con¬ 
tributing factor the crisis. 
Charities must only pledge 
their best efforts to combat 
attempts by al-Shabab to 
hoard aid or collect taxes 
on supplies, they said.

Drought has left some 12 - 
million people in Ethiopia, 
Kenya and Somalia need¬ 
ing help. 

► The official famine zones 
are only in Somali areas 
controlled by al-Shabab, 
which is a U.S.-designated 
terrorist body.

The confessed killer in Nor¬ 
way’s twin terror attacks 
that claimed 77 lives has 
presented a long list of “un¬ 
realistic” demands, includ¬ 
ing the resignation of the 
government and that his 
mental condition be inves¬ 
tigated by Japanese special¬ 
ists, his defence lawyer 
said yesterday. 

Geir Lippestad told the 
Associated Press his 
client’s demands are “unre¬ 
alistic, far, far from the real 
world and shows he 
doesn’t know how society 
works,” Lippestad said by 
telephone. 

Lippestad said although 
32-year-old Anders Behring 
Breivik has agreed to be ex¬ 
amined by local psychia¬ 
trists, he also wants to be 
investigated by Japanese 
specialists. 

“He claims the Japanese 
understand the idea and 
values of honour and that a 
Japanese (specialist) would 
understand him a lot better 
than any European would.” 

Lippestad said he last 
met his client on Friday, 
but has scheduled another 
meeting with him later this

Breivik claims he carried 
out the attacks as part of a 
network of modern-day 
crusaders — the Knights 
Templar — to launch a rev¬ 
olution against a Europe 
spoiled by Muslim immi¬ 
gration, and that there are 
other cells ready to strike.

Molson Coors suffers loss 
as Canucks buying less beer 


Molson Coors Brewing Co. 
said yesterday its profits 
fell six per cent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter as the weak 
economy, unemployment 
and higher fuel costs drove 
Canadians to restrict their 
beer consumption. 

“What we saw in the 
second quarter was a con¬ 
tinuation of the economic 
pressures that we felt re¬ 
cently,” Molson Coors 
Canada president David 
Perkins said during a con¬ 
ference call. 

“Certainly, gas prices 
and competition from oth¬ 
er alcoholic beverages are 
putting pressure, and 
weather was a factor in the 
quarter as well.” 

Like many brewers, 
Molson Coors has been 
struggling as consumers 
contend with higher costs 
and difficult economic 
conditions. The company’s 
core customers, men un¬ 
der 28, are seeing particu¬ 
larly high unemployment. 


Falling profits 


“Economic pressures” cre¬ 
ated an interesting second 
quarter for Molson Coors 
Brewing Co.: 

► Sales volume was 2 . 4 -mil- 
lion hectolitres, down 
3-9 per cent. 

P' Net sales per hectolitre 
increased 2.2 per cent in 
Canadian dollars, due to 
higher pricing and the 
addition of contract 
brewing sales to North 
American Breweries. 

P Cost of goods sold per 
hectolitre increased 
7-7 per cent in Canadian 
dollars. 

Those problems have 
been compounded by esca¬ 
lating fuel and ingredient 
costs, which are affecting 
nearly all consumer prod¬ 
uct makers. 

Reporting in U.S. dollars, 
the maker of beers like 


Coors Light and Keystone 
Light reported net income 
of $222.8 million, or $1.18 
per share, for the period 
ended June 25. That’s down 
from $237.2 million, or 
$1.27 per share, a year ago. 

Analysts, on average, ex¬ 
pected earnings of $1.29 
per share, according to a 
survey by FactSet. 

In Canada, underlying 
pretax income decreased 
4.5 per cent to $139.9 mil¬ 
lion as sales to retailers de¬ 
creased by 4.2 per cent, 
more than the 2.4 percent¬ 
age point drop felt by the 
industry. 

Underlying profits fell 
one per cent. 

Increased pricing, re¬ 
ductions in marketing, 
general and administrative 
expense, and favourable 
foreign currency rates 
were more than offset by 
volume declines and the 
resulting fixed-overhead 
deleverage.

Loonie falls 
as debt ceiling 
raised in U.S. 

The Canadian dollar was 
lower yesterday as the 
greenback rallied in the 
wake of an agreement to 
raise the U.S. debt ceiling. 

Falling commodity 
prices also helped push 
the loonie down 0.52 of a 
cent to 104.14 cents US. 

The U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives passed a bill 
increasing the debt ceiling 
Monday evening.

Investors battered Italian 
and Spanish financial 
markets yesterday, with 
the countries’ borrowing 
rates hitting euro-era 
highs on fears that a glob¬ 
al economic slowdown 
will hurt their chances of 
dodging Europe’s debt cri¬ 
sis. 

As stocks and bonds 
nose-dived in Madrid and 
Milan, Spanish Prime 
Minister Jose Luis Ro¬ 
driguez Zapatero delayed 
his vacation to monitor 
the increasingly bleak sce¬ 
nario with his finance 
minister, Elena Salgado. 

She told Zapatero “that 
the experts agree that the 


current situation is due to 
the financial crisis plagu¬ 
ing the euro area wors¬ 
ened by the uncertainty 
of the economic situation 
in the United States,” Zap¬ 
atero’s administration 
said in a statement issued 
after markets closed. 

The yield for the Span¬ 
ish 10-year bond rose as 
far as 6.45 per cent, the 
highest since the euro 
was created and near lev¬ 
els seen in Greece, Ireland 
and Portugal before they 
were forced to ask for res¬ 
cue loans. 

Italy’s equivalent bond 
yield jumped to 6.18 per 
cent, above where it was

Much of the measure, 
which the House passed 
Monday night, was negoti¬ 
ated on terms set by House 
Speaker John Boehner, in¬ 
cluding a demand that any 
increase in the nation’s 
borrowing cap be matched 
by spending cuts. But the 
legislation also meets de¬ 
mands made by Obama, 
including debt-limit in¬ 
creases large enough to 


keep the government 
funded into 2013 and 
curbs on growth of the 
Pentagon budget. 

The measure would pro¬ 
vide an immediate $400- 
billion increase in the 
$14.3-trillion US borrowing 
cap, with $500 billion 
more assured this fall. 

The measure establishes 
a special bipartisan com¬ 
mittee to draft legislation 
to find up to $1.5 trillion 
more in deficit cuts for a 
vote later this year.

TSX falls again as 
U.S. economy falters 


The Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change tumbled yesterday 
as relief over the rise of the 
U.S. debt ceiling was coun¬ 
tered by worries that eco¬ 
nomic weakness seen in the 
first half of the year was not 
just temporary. 

The TSX composite index 
fell for the fifth straight ses¬ 
sion, plunging 193.31 
points to 12,752.32. 

Canadian investors who 
returned to trading after 
the August long weekend 
faced U.S. data that showed 


the manufacturing sector 
unexpectedly fell to 50.9 in 
July from 55.3 the previous 
month. 

“It might be a bit bigger 
than a soft patch,” said 
Chris Kuflik, wealth adviser 
at ScotiaMcLeod in Montre¬ 
al, adding that worry over 
debt crises in Europe and 
the U.S. has led to paralysis 
among some investors. 

“They’re hunkering 
down because of all the un¬ 
certainty,” he said.

Toyota bouncing back from quake blow 


Toyota eked out a $14-mil- 
lion US quarterly profit 
and raised its annual earn¬ 
ings forecast yesterday de¬ 
spite the devastation of the 
earthquake and tsunami in 
northeastern Japan. 

Still, April-June profit 
for the world’s biggest au¬ 


tomaker was a fraction of 
what it earned the same 
period the previous year. 

All Japanese automakers 
were hit by a shortage of 
key parts after the March 
11 earthquake and tsuna¬ 
mi destroyed suppliers in 
northeastern Japan. 


Toyota’s sales were af¬ 
fected not only in Japan 
but also in the U.S. and 
other important markets 
as reduced car production 
fell short of demand. 

But the maker of the 
Prius hybrid, Camry sedan 
and Lexus luxury models 


appears to be bouncing 
back quicker than expect¬ 
ed, as are rival Japanese au¬ 
tomakers. The quarterly 
profit was better than ex¬ 
pected. A survey of ana¬ 
lysts had forecast Toyota to 
report a quarterly loss.

This guy is fascinating, and not just because he owns 
half of the free world. He’s progressive: all for democracy 
and job creation, and at his offices women don’t have to 
wear the abaya, or burqa, the body-cloaking outfit that 
most Saudi women have to wear in public. Sixty-five per 
cent of his employees are women. 

He’s media-sawy. He writes pieces for the New York 
Times. He says News of the World is a “rotten apple” that 
deserved to be shut down. Time magazine calls him the 
“Warren Buffett of Saudi Arabia.” 

He’s just like Warren Buffett... except he wouldn’t be 
happy living in the house he bought in 1958 for $31,000

As rich princes go, Al-Waleed bin Talel is no doubt a 
gem and should be encouraged. There’s just this little 
propensity for self-aggrandizing phallic symbols he 
should work on.

The big building in question 
will include 5.4 million square 
feet of hotel, luxuiy apartments, 
condos and offices. The 
Kingdom Tower will be more 
than 1,000 metres high and will 
be the centrepiece of Kingdom 
City, a development that stretch¬ 
es two square miles beyond the 
bounds of wretched excess.

KILLER. A vial of serial 
killer Ted Bundy’s blood 
has been found in Florida 
and investigators will use 
the newly discovered evi¬ 
dence to tiy to solve cas¬ 
es that went cold decades 
ago. 

Before he was execut¬ 
ed in 1989, Bundy 
confessed to more than 
30 murders and was sus¬ 
pected of many more. A 
complete DNA profile 
couldn’t be developed for 
the serial killer until the 
blood was found. The full 
profile will be uploaded 
to the FBI’s national data¬ 
base Friday, giving 
authorities key evidence 
to possibly link Bundy to 
long-unsolved crimes. 

The vial was 
discovered after Florida 
authorities received a call 
from a detective working 
a cold case in Tacoma, 
Wash. The blood had 
been taken in 1978 when 
Bundy was arrested in 
the death of a 12-year-old 
girl in Columbia County, 
Fla., The News Tribune 
reported.

Learning from apes 

O Rise of the Planet of the Apes director speaks about carrying on the franchise traditions

The last time the world 
saw a movie about a world 
run by talking monkeys it 
was in director Tim Bur¬ 
ton’s wonky 2001 remake 
of Franklin J. Shaffner’s 
landmark future shock sci- 
fi classic Planet of the 
Apes. Burton’s redux of¬ 
fered impressive updates 
in prosthetic ape make-up 
effects (tweaking the icon¬ 
ic original masks designed 
by John Chambers) but lit¬ 


tle else was bettered, with 
a goofy, tongue-in-cheek 
tone replacing the first 
films intelligent social 
paranoia and terror. 

And now comes yet an¬ 
other re-visit, Rupert Wy¬ 
att’s Rise of the Planet of 
the Apes, opening wide 
this Friday. And though it’s 
a film that no serious Apes 
fanatic asked for, it’s clear 
after talking to Wyatt that 
when it comes to treating 
this franchise re-boot with 
both affection and respect, 
he isn’t monkeying 
around. 


“We made a radical de¬ 
parture from the original 
story,” Wyatt says, “which 
had a plague wiping out 
pets and apes becoming 
slaves, becoming pets and 
domestic servants. That 
was fantastical. But we 
started with something a 
bit more plausible, which 
is the aspect of creating in¬ 
telligence within existing 
primates through genetic 
research.” 

While certainly its own 
entity and designed as 
ground zero in a proposed 
new Apes series, Rise is in 


many ways a loose remake 
of the fourth official Planet 
of the Apes picture, 1972’s 
Conquest for the Planet of 
the Apes. Like that film, 
Rise charts the revolution 
of a chimpanzee named 
Caesar (played by the late 
Roddy McDowell in both 
Conquest and the final 
film, Battle for the Planet 
of the Apes), who leads his 
simian comrades in a 
bloody war to overturn su¬ 
premacy of the world from 
human to ape. But unlike 
Conquest, the apes were 
not realized by actors 


wearing masks. Instead ac¬ 
tor Andy Serkis (King 
Kong) becomes a digital 
chimp using sophisticated 
modern motion capture 
technology courtesy of We- 
ta Workshop (Avatar). 

“It was the only way,” 
says the director, “that we 
could authentically cap¬ 
ture their movement. The 
closest model for what 
we’ve done is King Kong 
but the technology has 
been perfected since 
then... every strand of hair 
has been individually de¬ 
signed.”

There have 
been plenty 
of real flesh 
and fur movie 
monkeys. 
Peggy the 
Chimp starred alongside 
future president Ronald 
Reagan in Bedtime for 
Bonzo, and, of course, the 
Tarzan movies made a su¬ 
perstar out of Cheeta the 
Chimp. But for me the best 
moving picture primates 
were actors dressed up in 
monkey masks. 


Long before computer 
generated special effects 
made digital apes like the 
ones featured in this week¬ 
end’s The Rise of the Plan¬ 
et of the Apes possible, a 
make-up artist named 
John Chambers pioneered 
primate make-up. His 
work in the original Planet 
of the Apes was based on a 
technique he developed 
during World War II to 
give disfigured veterans a 
natural look. 

Later his make-up work 
earned him a special Acad¬ 
emy Award (his statue was 
presented by a tuxedo clad 
chimpanzee) but before 
the movie rolled he had to 


persuade the studio his 
techniques would look 
convincing. To do so he 
shot a test scene with actor 
Edward G Robinson, who 
found the make-up ses¬ 
sions too grueling and left 
the movie as a result. Won 
over, the studio approved 
the make-up budget — an 
astronomical, for the time, 
$1 million, almost one 
sixth of the entire budget. 

Chambers put together 
a team of more than 80 
people, delaying several 
other movies by causing a 
shortage of make-up 
artists in Hollywood. 

On location in the Ari¬ 
zona desert the lead actors 


spent three to four hours 
in the make-up chair every 
day. Because the applica¬ 
tions took so long to apply, 
the actors couldn’t take 
them off until the very end 
of the day. Since they were 
encased in make-up for 12 
to 18 hour stretches, they 
had to “eat” liquefied 
meals through straws, and, 
as star Roddy McDowell 
found out, they couldn’t 
sneeze. He achoo-ed one 
day and blew half his 
chimp face off. 

The make-up process 
was so intense that Kim 
Hunter, who played chim¬ 
panzee psychologist and 
veterinarian Zira, had to 


be prescribed valium to 
keep her calm during the 
sessions. 

She spent so much time 
made up that when her co- 
star Charlton Heston saw 
her sans make-up for the 
first time he didn’t recog¬ 
nize her. 

Some of the actors had 
fun with the make-up, 
however. McDowell liked 
driving home still made up 
just to see the surprised 
faces of the drivers on the 
freeway. 

The following four Apes 
sequels featured actors in 
make-up, but for me, the 
original contains the best 
monkey business.

The relaxed atmosphere 
of a community that has 
seen little change in 
decades is just fine with 
visitors and the collection 
of artisans who make the 
village their home. 


“This is gorgeous, just 
beautiful,” said Dodie 
Smith of Gatineau, Que., 
during a recent visit.

A once bustling port, 
Victoria was founded in 
1819, and by the late 1800s 
the settlement boasted 
three wharfs and many 
thriving businesses.

But Dunsmore said as 
better roads were devel¬ 
oped it became less expen¬ 
sive to export products by 
trucks, rather than by 
ships.

and many businesses left. 

At the centre of Victoria 
is the community hall. For 
the last 30 years it has been 
the Victoria Playhouse. 

The 154-seat theatre is 
home to performances be¬ 
tween late June and the 
end of September that in¬ 
clude both locally pro¬ 
duced plays and 
professional productions.

I’m no daring adventurer. 
“Danger” is not my middle 
name. In fact, walking up a 
short staircase can trigger 
my paralyzing fear of 
heights. 

But while visiting the 
beautiful little city of Pen¬ 
ticton, in B.C.’s Okanagan 
region recently, I just had to 
confront my fear in the 
name of fun. 

Just above the quiet little 
city, towers Slcaha Bluffs, a 
veiy popular and world 
renowned rock climbing 
area, and a scenic one at 
that. 

Three parallel canyons 
contain some veiy intimi¬ 
dating sheer rock climbing 


walls, with frightening 
names like The Fortress and 
Doctor’s Wall. 

I’ve never done any rock 
climbing or repelling down 
rock cliffs, but I soon found 
myself donning a helmet 
and strapping into a har¬ 
ness, ready to “walk” down 
a veiy steep 40 foot rock 
wall. 

A good rule of thumb 
while doing this is not to 
look down. Repeat... don’t 
look down, especially if 
you’re afraid of heights. 
Admittedly, my heart was 
beating like a drum as I 
slowly worked my way 
down the rock face. Fear 
hit when I glanced down 
to see ant-sized people. 

Thankfully, in about 
two minutes if was all over 
and I was on the ground, 
standing upright again.

With the Muslim holy 
month of Ramadan having 
started this week, millions 
of the religions followers 
will be fasting during the 
long, hot days of August. 

Ramadan requires daily 
fasts of food and water 
during daylight hours. 

Typically, observers eat 
a meal before dawn and 
break their fast at sunset. 
The fast-brealcing meal is 
seen by many Muslims as 
an opportunity to gather 
with family and friends. 
Ramadan is also seen as an 
opportunity to improve — 
spiritually and personally. 

A favourite Middle East¬ 
ern dish is the Shawarma, 
a sandwich-lilce wrap of 
shaved chicken, lamb, beef 
or goat. The meat is placed 
on a spit and may be 
grilled for as long as a day. 

In this version, you’re 
able to make the dish at 
home in a just few steps. 


Preparation: 

Spread cardamon, 
cumin, tumeric and pa¬ 
prika over chicken, add 
oil and rub with hands 
so pieces are covered.

Today, much of the work¬ 
force feels empowered to 
complain. When upset 
about their boss or their 
job, these employees no 
longer visit their doctors 
seeking a note for a leave of 
absence. Now they just call 
their lawyers. But what 
happens when a lawyer’s 
letter goes too far? One B.C. 
employee recently found 
out the hard way. 

Sukhwinder Grewal and 
her boss Dalbir Sohi had a 


rocky relationship from the 
get-go. Grewal, a branch 
manager for the Khalsa 
Credit Union in B.C., was 
frequently on the receiving 
end of Sohi’s criticism. 

Deeming his contempt 
to be unwarranted, Grewal 
often responded with let¬ 
ters defending herself and 
her actions. Sohi viewed 
those letters as insubordi¬ 
nate and disrespectful. 

Matters came to a head 
when Sohi discovered that 
Grewal’s personal home 
mortgage, through the 
credit union, was inputted 
incorrectly. He believed 
that Grewal had inappro¬ 
priately received a personal 
benefit and wrote a memo 
to the credit union refer¬ 
ring to Grewal’s mortgage 
as a “scandal” and raising 
other issues he had with 
her performance. Before 


Sohi could question Grewal, 
she went on disability leave. 

Upon her return to work, 
Grewal learned that during 
her leave Sohi had disclosed 
her alleged mortgage “scan¬ 
dal” during the credit 
union’s governance hearing 
and that her name ap¬ 
peared in a public docu¬ 
ment. 

Believing this was highly 
inappropriate, Grewal’s 
lawyer sent a letter to Sohi 
accusing him of creating a 
pretext to dismiss her and 
demanding that he apolo¬ 
gize to Grewal and ac¬ 
knowledge that his 
allegations were baseless 
and brought in bad faith to 
harm Grewal and her repu¬ 
tation.

T he next 

best thing,

runaway stolen car. 

But that won’t happen ei¬ 
ther, because I’m not a po¬ 
lice officer now, and will 
never be one in the future. 
(Can’t do “blue.” Not one of 
my colours.) 

But recently I did get to 
drive a police car and now I 
want one badly, even if it’s 
just for civilian-type activi¬ 


ties, like going for coffee 
and donuts. Wait a minute 
— that might be police 
work too ... Well, you know 
what I mean. 

The vehicle in question 
is the brand new Chevrolet 
Caprice Police Patrol Vehi¬ 
cle (PPV). 

Police forces prefer full- 
size, rear-drive sedans, with 
V8 engines. Chevrolet has¬ 
n’t had one of those in its 
lineup since 1996, which al¬ 
lowed Ford Crown Victoria 
to dominate the police mar¬ 
ket. 

But now the Ford Crown 
Victoria is done too. Ford’s 
new police vehicle, the In¬ 
terceptor, is based on the 
front-drive Taurus. GM con¬ 
tinues to offer its front-dri¬ 
ve Impala PPV. 

But as all other front-dri¬ 
ve police units before and 
since, it has never been the 
recipient of full blown po¬ 
lice love. 

Ford is hoping to have 
more front-drive police luck 
with its Interceptor, but I’m 
not so sure. And I think GM 
is of that mind too, and has 
finally understood how pro¬ 
foundly police forces are at¬ 
tached to their rear-drive 
cruisers. 

GM developed this 


Caprice specifically for po¬ 
lice work, and will only sell 
the Caprice to police forces. 
It is based on a rear-drive 
platform developed and 
built by Holden, GM’s sub¬ 
sidiary in Australia. Holden 
also used this platform to 
build the now-defunct Pon¬ 
tiac G8. 

My fling with Caprice 
PPV was with a “detective” 
version, meaning no lights, 
or back seat partition, or 
police signage. 

But its understated looks 
— pavement grey on the 
outside, no-nonsense black 
on the inside — con¬ 
tributed to its “sleeper” 
vibe, which I so love. 

It comes with heavy-duty 
everything, and a 6.0-litre 
V8 that makes 355 horse¬ 
power, and it accelerates to 
60 m.p.h. (96 km/h) in un¬ 
der six seconds. 

So GM has inadvertently 
created a super-cool ride, 
and part of its coolness 
comes from the fact that 
you can’t buy one. 

You can buy a Ferrari 458 
Italia, but not a Caprice 
PPV. 

Maybe we’ll see a special 
“civilian” version at some 
point. Please do that ... Go 
ahead, make my day. 


O Steps have been made to protect, build biofuel industry

On July 1, 2011, a new fed¬ 
eral mandate came into ef¬ 
fect: on average, two per 
cent of all diesel fuel sold in 
Canada must be biodiesel, a 
fuel made from renewable 
resources. 

That’s generally used 
restaurant grease, rendered 
animal fat, or soybean or 
canola oil, according to Gor¬ 
don Quaiattini, past-presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian 
Renewable Fuels Associa¬ 
tion. 

“In all of the off- and on¬ 
road demonstrations since 
2008, biodiesel has been 
overwhelmingly successful 
in all kinds of the wonder¬ 
ful Canadian climate that 
we can be subjected to,” he 
says. 

Depending on what 
“feedstock” (organic mate¬ 
rial) is used to make it, the 
overall greenhouse gas 
emissions are 85 to 99 per 
cent lower than petroleum- 
based diesel, Quaiattini 
says, when calculated from 
the initial feedstock pro¬ 
duction to what comes out 
the tailpipe. 

Growing crops to pro¬ 
duce biodiesel doesn’t inter¬ 
fere with food sources and 
will be beneficial to farm¬ 
ers, Quaiattini says. 

“Eighty per cent of all 
canola that we grow is ex-

ported. That’s great for 
canola farmers, but at times 
they have been open to the 
(vagueness) of trade poli¬ 
cies. We do almost no value- 
added processing in 
Canada. 

“We have 5 to 7 million 
acres of cropland that sits 
fallow eveiy year and have 
had some serious chal¬ 
lenges, especially in the 
grain factor, where farmers 
were selling it below the 
cost of production. We have 


more than enough agricul¬ 
tural land for food and fu¬ 
el.” 

Biodiesel differs from 
ethanol, a gasoline substi¬ 
tute made primarily from 
corn in Canada, in several 
respects. 

Biodiesel is made from 
fat or vegetable oil, while 
ethanol is derived from the 
sugar in plants. Biodiesel 
has the same energy densi¬ 
ty as diesel, while ethanol 
has only one-third the ener¬ 
gy of gasoline. 

Because of this, and 
ethanol’s corrosive proper¬ 
ties, high-ethanol blends 
can only be used in special 
“flexible-fuel” engines, 
while most diesel engines 
can burn higher biofuel 
blends. 

The low initial two per 
cent mandate is primarily 
to protect and build Cana¬ 
da’s biofuel industry, which 
is still in its infancy: a high¬ 
er blend requirement could 
have forced oil companies 
to source their biodiesel 
from the U.S.

O Audi “hatches” a sleek, 
sure-footed sedan that can carry 
the goods and look great doing it

Year after year, Audi im¬ 
presses luxuiy-car buyers 
and confounds the competi¬ 
tion. Both conditions are 
likely to flare up with the 
launch of the A7 hatchback. 

Grafting a proper liftgate 
onto a four-door sedan body 
and making it appear bal¬ 
anced and beguiling is a 
tricky operation, judging 
from the competition in 
this segment. The Porsche 
Panamera comes close, but 
its rear end is reminiscent 
of the ’48 Chiysler’s. 

Then there’s the BMW 5- 
series GT that’s too bulky- 
and boxy-looking to create 
a cohesive visual package. 
Best that the automaker 
had stuck with a proper 
wagon instead. 

However, the A7’s styl¬ 
ists have pulled off a real 


coup, just as they did in 
2009 with the similar A7 
Sportbaclc concept car that 
did a couple of turns on the 
auto-show circuit. 

The proportions and 
hunlcered-down stance of 
this car are about perfect 
from any angle without any 
sense that the roofline and 
rear deck were attached as 
an afterthought. At the 
business end, the A7’s grille 
lacks the egg-crate effect 
displayed by the rest of Au¬ 
di’s fleet and is in harmony 
with the rest of the hatch¬ 
back’s curvaceous sheet- 
metal. 

The A7 actually owes its 
existence to the forthcom¬ 
ing Audi A6 sedan that’s 
scheduled for early 2012. 
When compared to the out¬ 
going A6, the all-new plat¬ 
form has been stretched 
between the front and rear 
wheels by nearly three 
inches while the width is 
up by more than five cen¬

The extra-wide and tall 
floor console easily accom¬ 
modates the shifter along 
with the keyless push-but¬ 


ton starter, electronic-parlc- 
ing-bralce switch and pop¬ 
up display-screen/ 

navigation controls. 

In back there’s room for 
two adults plus perhaps a 
smaller individual who 
doesn’t mind being the 
meat in the sandwich. 

An obvious A7 strength 
is its ability to tote a decent 
amount of cargo; with the 
seats in place it handily 
bests both the BMW 5-se¬ 
ries GT and Porsche Panam¬ 
era. But with the 60:40 rear 
seat folded flat, the Bimmer 
wins out over both com¬ 
petitors due to its taller 
roofline. 

For now, the A7’s sole 
powerplant is a 3.0-litre su¬ 
percharged V6 that comes 
straight from the current 
A6. It produces 310 horse¬ 
power and 325 pound-feet 
of torque. 

Audi’s Euro-only 245- 


horsepower V6 turbo-diesel 
is not on the menu, but a 
4.0-litre gasoline V8 will 
likely arrive as part of the 
S7 performance package 
that’s expected later this 
year. The supercharged V6 
connects to an eight-speed 
“Tiptronic” automatic 
transmission with manual 
shift override. 

The successful merging 
of sporty, practical and 
posh traits should create 
significant buzz for the A7, 
making it the envy of its 
peers while providing en¬ 
thusiasts with some practi¬ 
cal eye candy of their own.

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Setting the record straight 

O Staging over 700 cars for a world record is no easy task © Just ask Garry Sowerby

T he parking lot was 
empty with the ex¬ 
ception of a 12,000- 
horsepower Chevy 
“Bowtie”. The massive ex¬ 
panse of tarmac was usually 
filled with cars and trucks 
belonging to the workers 
that assemble Chevrolet’s 
iconic Camaro hot rod at 
the state-of-the-art assem¬ 
bly plant in Oshawa, Ont. 

Not the morning of June 
10, 2011, though. 

Preparations for clearing 
the lot had begun a month 
earlier with announce¬ 
ments to plant workers that 
half of their massive park¬ 
ing lot would be closed for a 
few days. 

So, the day before — 
June 9 — we fenced off 
most of the points of entry, 
coned off the rest and spent 
a couple of hours building 
the yellow outlined Chevro¬ 
let logo with 30 brand¬ 
spanking new Camaros. 

With the sun about to 
rise, a dozen traffic cones 
were strategically posi¬ 
tioned in an effort to visual¬ 
ize what to do when 700 
more Camaros arrived at 
the parking lot. The first 
ones began to trickle in at 7 
a.m. By 11 a.m., Camaro 
owners from Texas to Nova 
Scotia needed to jockey 
their cars into position for 
an aerial photograph of our 
staging masterpiece. 

The goal of the effort, 
part of the 23rd annual Ca¬ 
maro Nationals hosted by 
the Ontario Camaro Club, 
was to establish a new 
Guinness World Record for 
the largest car mosaic. 

I’ve set four Guinness 
records over the years for 
long-distance driving and 


The centrepiece 
of the mosaic re¬ 
quired 18 yellow cars 
and a variety of 
others. It took two 
hours of meticulous 
work to make sure 
each of those cars 
were properly spaced. 

although my involvement 
with this record attempt 
was limited to being the 
staging marshal, it felt good 
to be part of the plan. 

The strategy was to build 
a frame of new Camaros in 
the shape of the Chevrolet 
“Bowtie” logo. They had to 
be spaced and carefully 
lined up with exit options 
for each car. No trial runs, 
the first attempt was the 
call for action. 

Now, anyone who knows 
how to drive should have a 
decent idea how to park a 
car. Drive into a driveway, 
back into a spot at the su¬ 
permarket or parallel park 
in front of a coffee shop. No 
sweat. But there’s a signifi¬ 
cant difference between 
“parking” a car and “stag¬ 
ing” several hundred cars. 

After 30 years in the 
business of designing and 
producing media and pro¬ 
motional events, I’ve been 
around the track with vehi¬ 
cle staging. But 700 of 
them? In four hours? With 
700 different drivers? With¬ 
out any practice? 

The first few Camaros 
trickled in, beautiful first- 
generation models with 
tight-sounding V8 engines. I 
began a line four paces 
from the north side of the 
Chevy logo. Soon, two-way 
radios were crackling about 
the dozens of Camaros lin¬ 
ing up at the south en¬ 
trance to the parking lot. 
The staging race was on. 

By 10:40 a.m., nearly 700 


Camaros of all years had 
been staged. A few minutes 
later a small plane was 
overhead. I knew there was 
a photographer on board 
taking pictures to send to 
Guinness Superlatives. 

At day’s end, thousands 
of Camaro owners and fans 
had toured Oshawa’s Ca¬ 
maro assembly plant. Out¬ 


side they drooled over the 
cars and shopped in the ven¬ 
dor market before the stag¬ 
ing masterpiece evaporated 
as hundreds of Camaros 
were driven to homes and 
area hotels. And the next 
two mornings my humble 
crew and I were back at the 
empty lot at sunrise, waiting 
to do it over again.

All models got a two- 
litre, 140-horsepower four- 
cylinder engine with a 
five-speed stick as stan¬ 
dard, and a four-speed au¬ 
tomatic as an option. 

Trim levels included S, 
SE, SEL and SES from 
econo-box to loaded, and 
feature content included 
heated seating, Ford Sync, 
alloy wheels, mood light¬ 
ing, cruise control, Blue¬ 
tooth, power accessories, 
remote access and a self- 
dimming rearview mirror. 



It seems Ford nailed this generation 
of Focus where interior dimensions, 
overall size, value for the money and 
exterior styling were concerned. 
Generous headroom, the Sync 
connectivity system, a fun-to-drive 
character and generous trunk space 
were often praised by owners. 


Many owners wish for more pizzazz in the Focus's 
rear styling, as well as some extra power for pass¬ 
ing and merging. 

Other Focus drivers wish for a higher-quality interi¬ 
or feel, and complain of an abundance of ‘filler’ 
buttons that take the place of un-fitted options. 

► A few reports of rougher-than-expected ride quality 
/ round out the list of owner-stated 
complaints. 


Common issues 


► Be sure to have any used 

| Focus you’re considering 

checked over for abnormal 
suspension and tire wear, 
noting that rattling, 
popping or clunking 
sounds from the front end 
could indicate a problem.

► On SYNC-equipped models, 

I shoppers are advised to 

confirm functionality with 
their wireless device, as 
well as proper operation 
from the steering-wheel 
mounted SYNC controls. 

► Some owners have report¬ 
ed problems with the auto¬ 
matic transmission, 
ranging from fluid leaks to 
hard shifting to in-warranty 
transmission replacement. 


Verdict 

A used Focus looks 
like a fairly reliable 
used-car buy, especial¬ 
ly with the five-speed 
manual. 

Shoppers after a 
good overall deal on a 
machine that’s 
enjoyed for fun-to-dri- 
ve dynamics and gen¬ 
erous interior space 
should include it on 
their list of 

prospective test-drives. 


This doesn’t seem to be a 
widespread problem, but 
shift quality should be not¬ 
ed, and the unit should be 
checked by a Ford mechan¬ 
ic. Stick with the five-speed 
manual transmission 
where possible.
